Sir:-In compliance with the provisions of Sections 2957 of the Political Code, and conforming to
custom, the State Board of Stock Commissioners beg leave to tender you its twenty-second
annual report, containing a synopsis of its work during the year 1907, and including as an
appendix the annual report of the General Recorder of Marks and Brands.

The Grim Reaper Death called from the Board Mr. A. N. Shearman, the Commissioner for Park
County, otherwise there has been no change in the Board during the year.

The Board held its annual meeting April 5™ at the Secretary’s office in Helena. The Secretary’s
financial report was presented, having been audited by the State Examiner and found O. K.

The last Legislature passed some laws, that unless a remedy is had, will work a hardship on the
livestock industry of the State. A Bill was passed by the Legislature repealing the stock inspector
and detective fund tax, under which this Board has been operating, and paying its expenses and
the salaries of the inspectors employed both in this State and the force of inspectors employed at
the markets. While it was generally known that this law was unconstitutional, it was a tax against
the cattle and horses alone, no other interest having to contribute to this fund.

A bill was also passed requiring the Board of Stock Commissioners and the Montana Stock
Growers’ Association to turn over to the State Treasurer all moneys on hand for unclaimed
estrays, to be placed to the credit of the stock inspector and detective fund. This was done and
the sum of $39,159.41 was remitted to the State Treasurer, which was passed upon by the State
Examiner, as required by law, and found to be O. K.

A bill was also passed authorizing the State Examiner to go over the accounts of the Montana
Stock Growers’ Association, and the Board of Stock Commissioners, and same were checked by
the State Examiner and reported to be in proper shape.

A bill was also passed requiring the Recorder of Marks and Brands to turn into the State
Treasurer the moneys received for the recording of marks and brands. This law took effect March
11™ and since that time the money has been turned into the State Treasurer, receipts for which
we have, and same was checked by the Examiner and found O. K.

At the meeting of the Board, owing to the fact that the law was repealed under which this
Board was operating, it became necessary to reduce the expenses as much as possible, and
endeavor to make the money on hand last until the next Legislature, when it is hoped that some
action will be taken in the matter, as the livestock interests will be greatly jeopardized unless
some inspection is provided for both locally and at the markets. The Board decided to retain but
four inspectors locally, thus: J. W. Collins, for the west side district, located at Butte; Mr. George
Twible, for the east side, located at Glendive; T. B. McShane, for the northwestern part of the
State, located at Great Falls, and R. J. Farrell, for the line of the Great Northern. Mr. Farrell died
and has since been replaced by Harry Lund, located at Havre, for the same district.

The matter of publishing the estray list was taken up, and the contract awarded the Stockman
and Farmer, they to print and furnish to the other papers the necessary supplements, as required
by law. The law now requires that the list be published in four papers in the State, one at Helena,
one at Miles City, one at Billings, and the other at Benton.

The list of inspectors for the year follows: H. E. Bourdette and George Twible, Chicago; R. H.
Rickards, South Omaha: W. M. Rhoads, South St. Paul; J. W. Collins, at Butte; Geo. Twible,
Glendive (later going to Chicago to assist in the shipping season); T. B. McShane, Great Falls,
and Harry Lund. Havre.

In a number of instances the Board commissioned inspectors, without pay, to act in various
localities, the stockmen subscribing to the payment of the inspector for their own protection.

In addition to the men mentioned in Chicago, there were four helpers employed during the
shipping season. There were 17 inspectors within the State holding commissions, without pay.

There was a total of 65 arrests made during the year for cattle and horse stealing, resulting in
28 convictions, 28 acquittals, seven cases still pending, while two jumped their bail.

Among the other duties of the local inspectors is the inspection of hides of cattle and horses
killed on the railroad, and owners were notified to present their claims to the claim agents for
settlement. There were 563 animals recovered during the year by this method.

The year 1907 started very favorably for the cattle interests. Cattle were in good flesh
generally, and fairly good prices were realized, but toward the middle of the shipping season,
cattle values slumped, and the prices received were far from satisfactory.

The total shipments out of the State numbered 214,642, of which number 203,827 went to
eastern markets, and the balance, 10,815, were shipped to western markets, while 60,000 is
estimated for home consumption. Out of the shipments the inspectors recovered 15,558 estrays,
of which number 2,692 were paid to the owner through this Board, while the remainder were
remitted to the owners from point of sale.

The shipments of horses from the State aggregated 26,000 head, a decrease of 3,000 head
from last year.

Cattle values have remained normal both for range beef stock, and stock cattle, and no
considerable number of cattle have been put on the range, during the past season.

There was more than the usual trouble at the market this year, caused mostly by shippers of
cattle, allowing the animals to get mixed at the unloading points, necessitating much more work
in the inspection of the cattle. Shippers of cattle should load all cattle of one brand in cars by
themselves, and the mixed cattle in other cars, and not allow them to get mixed en route. By
following this rule the cattle could be inspected much more satisfactorily to all concerned. We also
recommend that shippers report any dead cattle, lost or missing from any reason whatsoever,
and the brands if possible. In this way it might be able to trace the cattle up if the shipper is short
from the range tally.

We append hereto a list of the unclaimed estrays up to this date as required by law. Many of
these animals have been claimed, and will be paid for within the next few weeks, and those
remaining on hand unpaid May 1% will be advertised as required by law.

The table appearing on the next page indicates the workings of the system since the
organization of the Board.

81-5-112. Permit system for transportation of sheep penalty.

(1) The department shall adopt rules imposing a permit system for the transportation of sheep
within or out of the state if it finds that a permit system is necessary to prevent theft of sheep.
The rules must establish fees commensurate with the department's cost of operating the permit
system.

(2) A person who purposely or knowingly transports sheep in violation of rules adopted under
subsection (1) is guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine not exceeding $1,000 or
imprisonment in the county jail for a term not exceeding 6 months, or both.
